SAN FEANCISCO, September 1.-Sometimes in politics 


'the wisest men make the biggest mistakes. If Abe Buef turned 
loose that P. H. McCarthy letter and interview about candidate 
Gillett it was one of the most asinine ttioves ever made on the 
California chessboard. It made the nomination of Gillett a 
certainty, and started people to laughing at Schmitz. As the 
mayor had just been hissed by the carmen, he was not in a posi- 
tion to be laughed at. 


The way the Eepublicans accepted that declaration by 


McCarthy that Gillett is on the Gompers' black list is enough 
to give the wiser labor leaders pause. Evidently the party 
managers and the party candidates are more than eager to pick 
up the gauntlet and go right into a fight with organized labor. 
The Schmitz victory of last year has not scared but inflamed the 
Republican leaders. They are ready to come out and make 
the issue in the State whether they or Gompers, McCarthy and 
Schmitz shall be the dominating factors in the party in Cal- 
ifornia. They are confident that, even should the union men 
in the cities go over to the Democrats or the Independence 
League or Schmitz, the country vote will give the Eepublican 
nominees a regular Eooseveltian majority. 


There is no doubt Schmitz had a hand in the McCarthy 


move. Whether Euef was in it remains to be seen. Certainly he 
was one &f those who spread the story after McCarthy had 
made his declaration, and he was among the first to say: "This 
puts the Eepublican party in a very bad way." So he may have 
thought that the move was in favor of Schmitz. If so, it was 
the one fool break the little boss has been guilty of. 


In the first place it put Gillett in the position of a Eepub- 


lican martyr—a marytr to the cause of party discipline in 
Washington. It made the betting at least even that Gillett 
would be nominated without Euef. It gave Hayes a hunch that 
Euef was not true to his cause. It split his votes as between 
Hayes and Schmitz, and gave the Citizens' Alliance men on 
the delegation an excuse for going to the Humboldt man. It 
started a storj that he could not control a lot of his delegates, 
as against Schmitz. And, taken for all in all, it was a serious 
tactical blunder. 
, 
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The move certainly has intensified a growing enmity be- 


tween Euef and some of the Herrin lieutenants. It may result 
in- a call to arms by Herrin, and then it is certain that quite a 
bunch of the San Francisco delegates -would declare for their 
old allegiance and against Euef. That sort of thing may come 


yet, though I do not expect it. There is not much romance or 
idealism in Hsrrin or Euef, and they know they are much 
more effective together than apart. 


To the man who is not entirely on the inside and who must 


guess at arrangements by results, the' question continually 
arises: What has Euef secured out of his alliance with Herrin? 
Nothing shows on the surface. The slate, as far as it is made up, 


is very generally known. On it Buef appears to have nothing 
of consequence, unless State Printer Shannon be credited to 
him. The rest of the ticket belongs to a combination made to 
secure the nomination of Gillett—the Herrin combination. 
Euef seems to get no patronage offices out of it. The last move 
seems to alienate Qillejt, which would take away the chance 
for Euef to control the rich patronage of the water front, which 
would help to keep his followers in places of profit. 


But Euef does get the narfiing of the legislative delegation. 


That means that he is to control the holdover senators from 
San Francisco who will have a vote for United States Senator 
two years from next winter. It has long been an open secret 
that Euef aspires to be United States Senator. If he has ar- 
ranged With Herrin to get all the Eepublican and labor votes 
from San Francisco he will have a very good start toward his 
ambition. If he could have his own governor at Sacramento 
he would be hunched along quite a way on his course toward 
Washington. So the theory spreads that the understanding with 
Herrin has been as to the legislature and not as to the patron- 
age offices. 
jt 
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That Euef will be United States Senator is easily open to 


doubt He would stir up all the country opposition that used 
to defeat General De Young, and a great deal more. But it 
always is in in the cards for as able a man as Euef to pull 
through. He can use his San Francisco influence to make ad- 
vantageous combinations. I do not see that he is making them 
this time, but the real time for combinations is not until two • 
years from now'. The swing may come his way with the next 
turn of the political globe. He is at least something for Per- 
kins and the other aspirants to consider. 


& 
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That Schmitz has a craze to be governor is apparent to all 


observers now. He has had the ambition for a long time. He 
said just after his last election as mayor that the next tune he 
ran for office it would be for something higher. Since the fire 
all sorts of men have told him they would back him for anything 
he wanted. That has swelled him considerably. 
He thinks 


that if he could get before the people he could run as he ran 
for mayor. And the fact is that in San Francisco he would 
"go some." 
Outside the city, however, his name has little 


power to charm. 


Months and months ago -we used to say that Schmitz and 


Euef would come ix> the parting of the ways this fall, because 
Schmitz would insist on running for governor, while Euef would 
be tied up to Hayes. But the fire seems to have transmuted 
thugs so that Euef really seems to be willing to quit Hayes 
in favor of Schmitz; but in doing so he has not accomplished 
anything for Schmitz and may have lost Haj-es. 
, 
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That the State Labor convention next Wednesday night 


will nominate Schmitz for governor seems to be on the pro- 


gram. That he will not get the Eepublican, Democratic or Union 
Labor nomination is what the betting mer call a cinch. So 
he will go out before the people as an independent nominee. 


Then along will come the Independence League and nom- 


inate for governor either District Attorney Langdon or William 
H. Alford, Democratic members of the State Board of Equali- 
zation. The Democratic convention at Sacramento on Sep- 
tember 11 is not likely to take up either Langdon or Alford. 
Gavin McNab is opposed to both of them, and though he has 
lost the San Francisco delegation, which if to caucus against 
him this week, he should retain his old con' rol in the country, 
where he has all along been the master of Democracy. 


Consequently, we are likely to have Gilh tt, Schmitz, Alford 


or Langdon, and a Democratic nominee all in the field for gov- 
ernor, not to mention the Socialist and Prohibitionist nominees. 
That ought to make an easy win for Gillett, will the opposition 
to him all split up ? It should put Herrin ba< k into a firmer 'con- 
trol than he has had in a long time. After the defeats on 
Burns for senator and Gage'for governor, E emir's "Organiza- 
tion" seemed getting very weak. But here everything is open- 
ing up for him. His lieutenants have capt ired the works, up 
and down the State, and he is even getting slrong enough to/tell 
union labor to go hang. 
/ 


If Hearst puts any money behind the Independence League 


it may make quite a showing-, notwithstanding the facttthat it 
came into the game at the last minute withoi t'any organisation. 
If Hearst does not put some money behind tlie movement it will 
cut very little figure this year, whatever it m,iy do in the'future. 
The Democrats, of course, are in a pitiful position. 
They 


haven't had money enough to pay their campaign bills since 
Hearst ceased to put lip for them. When tiny get together they 
put in their time calling names. Consequently, they'have been 
dwindling away from year to year, until now they seem to 
amount to very little. The party has shown that it has more 
lives than ten cats, but in California now it is in the position of 
having lost all the cats and to be in rigor mortis. 
> . , . « 
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In our troubles in San Francisco Patric v Calhotm is boast-- 


ing that he has beaten the carmen and the steamer owners are 
boasting that they have beaten the striking f eamen. It is-hard 
to beat men who can make over $3 a 'day in almost anything 
they wish to turn their hands to. The strik3 breakers can run 
the ears, but in a year or two they will be ii a striking union, 
so nothing much will be gained. Meantime a lot of innocent 
people will be killed or maimed. On the wate: front the .struggle 
has only begun. When these owners learn to get solid with 
their workingmen and look after wages first and dividends after- 
ward everybody will get along in better shape. I'll wager every 
strike breaking conductor will knock down or overlook more 
than $3 a day. And there will be a lot of property destroyed 
just to make Pat Calhoun's head swell with pride.

Has Schmitz Lost His Prestige? 


What effect will the carmen's strike have on the political for- 


tunes of Mayor Schmitz, so lately the recipient of praises far and 
near for the resource, energy and wisdom he displayed during and 
since the great fire which laid San Francisco in ruins? Has the 
.curtain rung down on a career which shone brightest at the very 
'moment this cloud came over its future? Are the hisses hurled at 
ihis name by the carmen to be construed as the knell of his political 
ihopes, that he has reached the parting of the ways so far ^s keeping 
'company \vjth the labor unions is concerned? 


Events will give their own answer to these questions, but the 


refusal 
of 
the 
carmen 
to 
accept 
overtures 
coming 


through 
him 
is 
significant 
iF 
not 
foreshadowing. 
The 


'mayor 
has 
striven 
far 
-peace 
and 
for 
an 
amicable 


adjustment of the strike. 
His advice was 
ignored at 
the 


start, and now his mediation is rejected with scorn by men who 
swore by him but a few months ago. There is no doubt that Schmitz 
is a conscientious friend and well-wisher of the workingman. 
He 


has never failed to advocate their cause or stand by them in an 
emergency, but in tlrs instance he seems to have mistaken 
the 


temper of the men with \\hom he had to deal, and driven the bark 
of his popularity on a treacherous sunken shoal. Will he be able 
to get it off safely and set his sail to a fair wind in an open sea 
again? It is a trying task for even so clever and resourceful a man 
as he is acknowledged to be. 


So far as personal popularity with the carmen is concerned, the 


,may*r made the mistake of going too f?r and not going far enough. 
.With hi-* official duty in mind and the deplorable condition of San 
•Francisco ever before hi-* eyes, he undertook to mediate before he 
was asked, lie chilled enthusiasm for his efforts in the breasts of 
the carmen by telling them they had made a mistake and were fol- 
lowing bad advisers. 
IIi-> failure to vuti concessions from Calhoun 


lost him,the cjnfidencc of the strikers, who were unfortunately lend- 
ing ear to the mavor's enemies and taking counsel of their fears and 
suspicions. In tn ing to serve the community as a whole, the mayor 
appears to have alienated from himself the voting element which 
made him a power in politics, and which promised him future honor 
and station. 


The fiasco which has resulted from his well-meant efforts to 


compose a difficulty that is gravely menacing the industrial situa- 
tion in San Francisco can only be \ieued with regret. While pub- 
lic sympathy is di\ided. more particularly as regards the attitude 
taken by the respective sides of the controversy, the desire for a 
settlement of the strike is universal 
On every side fears are ex- 


pressed that \iolcncf and bloodshed will result if the company at- 
tempts to run its cars \\ithout coining to an understanding with its 
striking employes Popular sentiment does not approve of importing 
laborers to break a strike, and the preparations being made by the 
company portend trouble of a serious character. The employment 
of a professional strike-breaker is an ominous portent, and the un- 
compromising attitude of the strikers is equally ominous. President 
Calhoun's unyielding tone is no more reassuring. 
A prolonged 


strike is inevitable unless there is a recession on one or both sides. 
The situation is complicated b) the futility of the mayor's efforts 
to mediate. 


It is a 
melancholy outlook indeed. It 
does seem that an 


amicable adjustment can easily be reached if the contending parties 
will display a more tractable spirit and stickle less about empty 
forms which are in reality only the husk of the substance of things. 
Xearly everybody believes the men are entitled to the advance in 
wages, and Calhoun has broadly intimated that he is willing to grant 
it if the men will return to work unconditionally. The men insist 
on the increased wages and shorter hours being granted as a condi- 
tion to returning to work. They have refused to arbitrate and have 
rejected the mayor's offices as a mediator. "What is to be the out- 
come? 


If Not Pardee,4 Why? 


If a public official has served the people ably, and conscientiously, 


placed the public welfare above private interests, and performed his 
sworn duty in a manner to merit and elicit commendation, has he 
not a valid claim on the continued respect and confidence of the 
people? Does not his record demand his retention in office as a 
matter of justice and of public policy? 
Is it.not a blow to the cause 


of good government to deny such a man a re-election while endors- 
ing his acts and conduct in office? 


These are precisely die' questions presented to the citizens of 


California by the candidacy of Governor Pardee. He has made a 
conspicuously good executive. His administration has been clean, 
capable, high-minded and notably guided by a sincere desire to pro- 
mote the public welfare. Not in twenty years has this State had a 
Governor who gave such faithful, diligent and intelligent attention 
to the duties of his office. This is scarcely denied^in any quarter. 
It has been asserted and praised by every Republican County Con- 
vention that has assembled this year. 


Why, then, should he not be renominated by the Republican 


party, on which he has reflected honor and whose trftst he has so 
nobly redeemed? It is admitted that he is popular throughout the 
State, and will be re-elected by an overwhelming majority if re- 
nominated. Whether he is to continue for another term in the office 
he has filled to the general satisfaction of the people depends entirety 
upon the action of the Republican Convention which is to assemble 
in Santa Cruz this week. That body cannot refuse to endorse Gov- 
ernor Pardee's administration, what excuse can it give for denying 
him a renomination? 


This question is wholly apart from 'the personal character and 


fitness of other aspirants for gubernatorial honors, and demands a 
categorical answer on the record of the past as contradistinguished 
from promises for the future. 


What reasons are urged for denying the Governor a renomina- 


tion? He is said "to have offended certain party bosses, shown too 
little tact in dealing with politicians, and been unsubservient to 
powerful private interests. 
Are these reasons sufficient for the 


Republican party? Are they satisfactory to the voters of Cali- 


•nia? We await the answer of the Santa Cruz convention.

Patrick Calhoun's Antecedents. " 


Patrick Calhoun is not the first of his name and lineage to raise 


a commotion in this country. He is the grandson of that John 
Caldwell Calhoun whom Andrew Jackson threatened to hang for 
sedition, who was Secretary of War during Monroe's second ad- 
ministration, Vice-President of the United States 
from 1829 to 


1833, 
and became the leader of the ultra-States rights 
faction 


of the Democratic party. John C. Calhoun's father was an Irish- 
man named Patrick Calhoun, the namesake of the president of the 
United Railroads, who was in turn the descendant of a Scottish im- 
migrant who settled in the north of Ireland. Patrick Calhoun is a 
r.wyer, and became noted in financial circles for the part he took 
in consolidating a number of small railroads in the system now 
known as the Southern Railway, which gridirons the States south 
of the Potomac and Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi. Several 


States owned interests in tbfese railroads or had laws which stood 
in Lthe way of their acquisition and consolidation. Mr. Calhoun 
displayed great ability and adroitness in getting the States to sell 
their interests and enact legislation removing the obstacles to con- 
solidation. The prestige of his name and family greatly aided him 
in this work, which was the groundwork of one of the largest 
railway systems in America. Patrick Calhoun's brother, John C. 
Calhoun, was at one time, and may be yet, a cotton planter in Mis- 
sissippi. It is rather a coincidence that the descendant of the great 
apostle of slavery, who was in turn descended from a poor Scotch- 
Irish immigrant, sfibuld be the storm center of a labor war in Cali- 
fornia, which came into the Union because of the extension of 
slavery and gave forth a stream of treasure to assist in putting down 
the slaveholders' rebellion and abolishing slavery.

stomach succumbed to a square meal 
which would not have bothered an 
ordinary man. 


The varieties of dietetic faddists are 


legion. A. strong, healthy policeman 
wjth a sound digestion stopped 
eat- 


ing common food and subsisted sole- 
ly on crullers. 
He died of gastric 


trouble a few months later. 


Some hyper-scientlftc 
mind 
con- 


ceived the Idea of storing concentrated 
nourishment In capsules. These were 
fed to soldiers in active sen-ice with 
the result that the poor fellows had 
to be carried home on stretcher*. 


In a restaurant where I was one 


morning a pale, hollow-eyed y*outh 
ordered breakfast food and a sub- 
stitute for coffee. 
If they nourish ;d 


him he didn't show It, an.d I couldn't 
help thinking of the remark of \Vuods 
Hutchinson, that 
cereals 
were 
all 


right—if one are his breakfast first. 


A healthy young fellow weighing 165 


pounds took to a plain fruit-and-nut 
diet. 
He 
quickly 
lost 
thirty-five 


pounds, but regained his weight and 
thereby saved his life by resuming- an 
ordinary regimen. 


Then we have the raw-food faddists, 


the milk-punch faddists, vegetarians, 
and even grass-eaters. Also there are 
those who won't eat in the morning, 
others who won't eat at night, and still 
others who fast cheerfully for several 
days. The funny part is that these 
faddists with their acquired unnat- 
ural habits think themselves superior 
to normal persons!

Strike-Breaker Farley, who is 


coming out here to handle the 


I street car situation for the United 


, Railroads, is a unique figure even 
in unique American enterprises. 
He is a product of these shifting 
' times. Some fifteen years ago he 
'was keeping a village hotel near 
New York. He fell ill, sold his 
holel and drifted to Long Island. 
Wien the Brooklyn street car 
strike came along in 1895 he \\as 
'penniless and looking for a job. 
'He got it. 
The officials of the 


jroad quickly discovered that he 
lhad the proper grit, was cool, 
resourceful, and they made him 
foreman of a small squad of men. 
That was the beginning of Far- 
ley's career and of strike-breaking 
as a profession. 
Both grew by 


leaps and bounds. 
When ,the 


strike was broken Farley took the 
names and addresses of the nervy 
men who had wonked under him 
and asked them if they wanted 
to help break another strike They 
said they did. Less than a month 
later each of them received a tele- 
gram from Farley to meet him 
in Philadelphia, where 
another 


Street car strike was on. Every 


I 


man appeared. This time Farley 
was m charge, -working for a big 
bonus and fairly launched in the 
profession he had originated. 


A TARGET FOR 
BULLETS AND BLOWS. 


Since then there has not been 


a big street car strike anywhere 
east of the Mississippi in which 
Farley has not been mixed up. He 
has been assulted by strikers, he 
has been shot at a hundred times, 
and plot after plot has been laid 


to assassinate him. 
He carried 


two bullets for a long time and 
one of them is still in his body. 
His skin is a network of scars. 
He wears his dark hair short and 
one, looking closely, can seejittle 
white marks in the scalp where 
missiles and clubs and black jacks 
have brought blood. He is within 
an inch or two of six feet and is 
built on lathy, wiry lines. He is 
cool, resourceful and nervy under 
all situation*. His experience in 
the Chicago strike showed the 
kind of stuff in him 
It was a 


case of clubs, brickbat's and pistols 
from the jump. 


HAS MADE 
A BIG FORTUNE. 


Within the last ten years Far- 


ley's business has grown to suci 
gigantic proportions that he has 
a corps of well-trained and well- 
paid captains and soldiers of for- 
tune under him. Outside th'ese 
he has a small army of "emerg- 
ency men," on whom he can call 
at a moment's notice All kinds! 


of men flock to his banner. In 
the big New York strike of a 
year ago he had over three hun- 
dred Columbia Un'versity stu- 
dents working for him. It is more 
the excitement than the big pay 
that attracts a large percentage of 
his men. Street car strikes are 
his specialty. Notwithstanding 
many tempting offers made him 
he has always refused to tackle 
any other line. Dm ing a strike 
he has only one object in view: 
to keep the cars going so that the 
public may ride. And he declares 
he can always do this, providing 
the municipal authorities will do 
their share in preserving peace. 
Farley has made a fortune out of 
his hazardous vocation. He got

"Forty million 
bricks for Farley!" is the slogan 
of the radicals. They claim that 
at a pinch Farley can never take 
a car to the ferry without its be- 
ing reduced to splinters and that 
no strike-breaker that ever lived 
could get through the shower of 
bricks that would greet the at- 
tempt to run cars in the down- 
town districts. Indeed any one 
acquainted with the temper of the 
hot-headed element among the 
men may well wonder how it will 
be done. But it's up to Farley. 
He has tackled several jobs that 
looked as tough.—Town Talk.

bonds yesterday, Mayor .licit express- 
ed himself strongly when emphasizing 
the necessity of naming an undivided 
support, when.'the'Issue conies to vote 
on Tuesday. The mayor said: 


''If these. bonds are not passed, I 


cannot see'what we are going to do. 
Our. ;outlet» are inadequate and can- 
not carry off the refuse and storm 
water as Is necessary. 
Oakland Is 


constantly growing. In the past it has 
seen possible to make temporary, make- 
ihlftr, but as our city is developing it 
s becoming more and more difficult 
to meet the heavy conditions imposed 
upon the civil bodies. • The Influx of 
new citizens .since last April has given 
such an increase to our population that 
'.t Is well,nigh Impossible to carry off 
he sewerage with (he makeshifts.whlch 
have been brouKht h<o requisition, 
and I must confess that I doubt If in 
another year we.can do as well as has 
been done this year. 


"But the comparatively small outlay

small and it was never anticipated that 
hey should stand the strain which has 
>e6n Imposed upon them of late years. 
Naturally, besides the decay due to 
he action of Urn?, they have.broken 
flown because of having been forced to 
or. Another factor which has tended 
[o more work than they were planned 
'o Incapacitate Our sewers has come 
rom the spreading of the city.

A CCIDENTS 


TO WAR- 


SHIPS 


LONDON, Sept. 
1.—British 
naval 


circles sire seriously pertrubed by the 
extent to which the navy has recently 
been weakened through 
accidents to 


important ships. 
In addition to the 


Montagu, which went ashore on I.undy 
island during manoeuvers and is now 
to be sold as old iron, at least four 
other first-class battleships 
and one 


armored cruiser are out of the effective 
list, and many minor vessels have also 
been damaged, bringing the total of in- 
effective ships up to 8 per cent of the 
whole, quite exclusive of those under 
repeair for ordinary wear and tear. 


What adds to the seriousness of this 


condition of affairs is the knowledga 
that the accidents, 
In 
almost every 


case were due to the neglect or Incom- 
petence of the officers, though they are 
admittedly some/ of the best men in 
the British navy. As showing this, tha 


llou'lrig story was told to the World 


correspondent by a high naval author- 
ity: 


When the Montagu went aground a 


firm of well-known Liverpool salvage 
experts was engaged to get her off. 
This they were fully confident of doing 
in a couple o£ days, but some time 
after they had 
started operations a 


highly placed officer of 
the Channel 


fleet arrived on 
the 
scene, counter- 


manded the orders already given and 
took charge of the opeVations himse?f, 
though very little experienced in such 
work. 
The result was that the posi- 


tion of the 
vessel 
became steadily 


worse, until she finally had to be aban- 
doned altogether. 


This, however, Is not 
the only In- 


stance of blundering connected with 
the loss of the Montagu, for the battle- 
ship Duncan, which went to her assist- 
ance, also ran aground.

SAX FRANCISCO, September 1.—The street car strike 


is the most serious labor trouble that San Francisco has ex- 


perienced. Heretofore our strikes have been practically local. 


The present strike is only local technically. Asa matter of fact 


it is a national affair. 


The differences between capital and laboi of the past have, 


,i<j a rule, been confined absolutely to California. But in this 


instance, while the workmen are citizens of San Francisco, and 


their place of iK'cnpantion here, the money powers behind the 


eoipuration are rammers and Europeans, and Mr. Patiick Cal- 


houn is the first real big man that the local labor leaders have 


gone against in their battles for shorter hours and higher pay. 


Calhoun is a man of remarkable personal magnetism and 


definite mental force and an extremely hard worker. He is the 


direct descendant of the late John C. Calhoun, whose wondrous 


eloquence pioneered the way for the war of rebellion, and enjoys 


the rare distinction of living up to his heritage. 


In addition to the vast wealth which is at his command 


Calhoun commands social and political relations that put him 


into intimate touch with the national administration. He is the 


personal friend of Thomas Fortune Ryan, who, aside from 


Rockefeller, is the greatest individual money power on this side 


of the Atlantic. Incidentally Mr. Ryan has a faculty for own- 


ing legislators, both national and state. If necessary Mr. Cal- 


houn will be able to concentrate these forces in his battle with 


tho strikers. 


The men, on the other hand, are not nearly so strong as if 


they had waited for the coming of Calhoun instead of striking 


when he was within nine hours of San Francisco. That ill- 


advised move has caused the strikers to lose many powerful 


sympathizers. The people who, under ordinary circumstances, 


MO'iLl have been with them heart and soul, now openly declare 


that the men should have given Calhoun the twenty-four hours 


grace ho requested. Had they done so, I am told, he would have 


granted them the $3.00 a day wage schedule at once. He claims 


that it will be utterly impossible for Mm to grant the men an 


eight-hour day. As to the merits of the arguments for Calhoun 


and of the men, I don't care to pose as a judge, but, like every 


one else, on this side of the bay, I am in favor of the men getting 


$3.00 a day. Any one who has ridden on the street cars since 


the fire can very well realize the up-hill work of the platform 


men. And for this lamentable state of affairs the United Rail- 


road^ K < i I'l.nre. 


Ei. 'umi Cornelius, the leader of the carmen, is a man of 


average intelligence. He is not in any sense of the term a match 


for either Calhoun or half a dozen of Ms agents. He ^ilso has 


political ambitions. I am told that he wants to succeed Schmitz 


as mayor. Some years ago an evening paper made a seiies of 


very bitter attacks upon Cornelius in which he was accused 


of using the union for personal aggrandizement. 


At first he was an ardent friend of Mayor Schmitz; but of 


late, since Schmitz and Ruef refused to support Edward J. 


Livernash in his efforts to go back to congress, Cornelius has 


openly opposed the Schmitz administration. 


There can be no question but the men were ill-advised in 


the present crisis. Before the strike everybody was w;th them. 


The cars were overcrowded; the service crippled and inadequate 


and the profits of the company abnormal. 


The mild demand for $3.00 a day met with unanimous ap- 


proval. The request for eight hours was also popular. But now 


everybody figures the men might have waited and had a personal 


talk with Calhoun before striking. But they didn't, and public 


opinion switched. 


I think Mr. Calhoun is making a very serious mistake in 


bringing Farley, the notorious strike-breaker, to the coast. The 


people of San Francisco are in no humor for men of the Farley 


type. The best they can do is to precipitate unnecessary vio- 
lence. 


Personally, Farley, I am told, is a man of unusual intelli- 


gence and reckless daring. 


Physically Farley is, comparatively speaking, weak. He 


is extremely slender and suffers from consumption. His face 


is worn and haggard and his expression cadaverous. But his 


eyes are bright and clear and are a perfect index to his mentality. 


Though physically in poor health his nerves are like steel 


There is nothing he is afraid to tackle. On several occasions he 


has been left on the battle field of labor for dead. But he always 


came back with renewed vigor. 


He is paid large sums of money for his work, which is at 


best not only unpleasant, but despicable. However, he likes it 


and the crew of men he carries with him about the country in 


his efforts to thwart the desire for better wages and a shorter 


workday of the union men, take the same general view of life 
as their leader. 


He has about forty men on salary all the year 
round. 


These men are paid by the National Citizens' Alliance and the 
allied commercial interests that regard organized labor as their 


natural foe and legitimate prey. I think if Farley comes to 
San Francisco and takes an active part in the present trouble, 
his career may be brought to an inglorious close.

I regret to say that the action of the carmen in refusing to 


make concessions to the company has not met the approval of 


the other unions. I have heard a number of leaders say that 


the unions cannot expect their members to refrain from patron- 


izing the cars when they are run on Tuesday. Cornelius is 


very unpopular with a large section of the laboring class and if 


he heard some of Ms associates talk I think he would at least 
be surprised. 


Taking it all in all at the present writing I fear the affairs 


of the carmen have been woefully mismanaged. If outsiders 


in sympathy with organized labor and holding positions of in- 
fluence in the community had been asked for advice and their 


advice heeded, the men would be back at work by now with their 


demanded wages granted and a good chance to have their hours 
cut down. 


The determination of the union to strike against the- Geary 


street and California street roads on Tuesday is another grave 
error. If these concerns refuse to grant the demanded hours 


and wages, the men ought to wait until they have a definite set- 


tlement with the United Railroads before striking. With the 


united roads in full action it would be a very easy matter to 
cripple the minor corporations.

Firstly, he is so deadly in earnest and 
so bent on impressing the world v.lth 
the depth o£ his intellect that his work 
leaves you depressed and pessimistic 
as to the existence of true romance. 
If he comes not under this head he is 
probably directly the opposite—so friv- 
olous, vulgar or mechanically funny a^ 
to be entirely worthless. 


Robert Chambers is surely the pos- 


sessor of a delightful personality. He 
Is an idealist, a romancer. 
His short 


stories make no attempt for the prac- 
tical; they are 
splrltuclle. 
exquisite, 


romantic, dealing nearly always u ith 
the unexpected, or rather, the improb- 
able; last, but not l ra^t, they are very

There is no age when it 
ceeases to be a vital point In their 
lives.

at their heels come giris of eighteen 
or twenty anxious to have a lip or 
nostril corccted. 


OC course there is much of this 


work that comes within the scope of 
the practicing surgeon. For instance, 
there Is no reason at all why a woman 
should be disfigured by a hare-lip. 
It is corrected daily in our hopsitals. 
Today It is a crime to allow a child 
to grow to maturity with this disfigure- 
ment, for a harmless arid effective op- 
eration corrects the misfortune. 
The 


same can be said of deformities of 
the nose and many oE the same class. 


Eut your facial doctor stops at noth- 


ing. 
He will remodel y6ur face to 


suit your own conceptions ot beauty. 
An upper lip which, according to the 
notion or the owner, protrudes over- 
much, will be hrought down; the fall 
of the cheeks can be so changed that 
you 
would scarcely recognize your 


friends afterward; 
an eyebrow w-ill 


be arc'aeil so that it might serve as 
a model for an artist; ears are flut- 
tered against the head; tho shape of 
the mouth is changed: wrinkles are 
removed: the complexion is enameled.

So far as possible these processes 


are completed without pain. Cocaine 
is a great aid to this type of surgeon, 
and it is used freely.

is said, it is never a pleasant proceed- 
ing. 
For instance, one operation for 


the removal" of the horizontal -wrinkles 
on the brow Is as follows, the object 
being to tighten the skin: 
A trans- 


verse line, three Inches long- and half. 
an inch wide is shaved clean oi! hair 
on the patient's skull, about an inch 
above the forehead. 
A hyperdoermlc 


injection of cocaine is then adminis- 
tered under the skin. This is a- local 
anaesthetic and causes this region to 
be insensible to pain. A cut with a 
lance is then made along along the 
transverse line and the skin of the 
forehead is drawn up. It is drawn 
tighter and tighter, until all the wrink- 
les -have disappeared, and at the place 
where the cut is made there Is a sur- 
plus of perhaps an inch of skin. The 
wound is then sewn up and the sur- 
plus cut away with scissors. 
The 


hair soon grows again over the scar, 
and behold the forehead of a young 
woman of twenty, with never a sign 
to show how it was done. 


This Is, to be sure, a simple opera- 


tion as such things,, go, but there Is 
many a woman who would go Into 
hysterics if It were suggested to her 
from any other motive than to secure 
a smooth forehead. 
She -would need 


the encouragement of the whole fam- 
ily to be induced to have a smalt ab- 
scess lanced there.

The making of'artificial noses IB one1 


Go to a doctor and ask him how you 


can acquire a long waist, ana he will 
probably laugh at you, explaining at 
the same time that It IB a thing Im- 
possible to accomplish. 
An<5 BO It !«, 


looked at from the standpoint of phy- 
sics. 


But—go In training, holding your- 


self Just so, going 
through the few 


simple exercises pictured on this page, 
and—laugh In your turn. You've got 
the effect of a longer waist, and that 
Is practically accomplishing the appar- 
ently Impossible. 


First of all, learn to stand—and to 


Walk—well, straightening 
out 
the 


curves of your back 
and "standing 


tall." This one point makes .a world of 
difference in tbe length from shoulder 
to waist 


Any simple exercises which bring the 


hands above the head tend to make 


you stand better and to hold yourself 
welt poised. Instead of sinking down 
lazily Into your clothes. And as the 
length of your waist increases Its size 
decreases—you've drawn the superflu- 
ous flesh up and away from the waist. 


In such 
exercises 
as 
consist of 


swinging from hanging rlns;s, or par- 
allel bars, In hand-walking, the great 
point ,to remember Is that there must 
be no sudden jerks, no feeling of strain. 
Unlesi you can practice them without 
either, th«iy are best left undone. Try, 
Instead of springing up and catching 
the rings—always attended with a little 
Jar—standing upon a box and swinging 
off easily without a suspicion of jar. 


Another good exercise 
Is walking 


with a weight on your head, and re- 
sisting the weight as you walk, rats- 
ing your neck and shoulders and the 


upper rart of your body to meet ihe 
unaccustomed 
strain.

weight ake the form of a high vaw — 
anything that Is tall—and stretch y< ur 
arms straight above your head, hold ng 
on to the tip of the vase to steady it. 
The sane effect wiM be a.ccompllsl crl 
as whei you hang from bars or sw ng 
from rings. And It requires no ptu-a- 
phernala! 


Vary the exercise by raising slovly

of the most common demands. Some 
claim to be able, by the injection of 
a secret lotion, to revive the tissues 
whose wasting has caused th» deform- 
ity, but the more common method Is 
to build up the nose with a parafflne 
preparation. 


The paraffine Is mixed with isin- 


glass to keep It from melting in hot 
weather, and, after the usual cocaine 
Is administered, is slowly forced with 
a hyperdermic syringe 
beneath 
the 


skin of the nose. As the nose fills 
out and the paraffine begins to harden, 
the operator moulds It Into shape as 
he would so much moist clay. 
The 


whole operation does' not 
consume 


much over an hour, and when the 
woman steps from her chair and ex- 
citedly looks at harself in the mirror 
handed her by the operator Ehe would 
never know herself. So far as can be 
seen she has a normal nose. Her face, 
once unsightly, has In sixty minutes 
become like that of -any one of her 
neighbors. 


The removal of smallpox plttings or 


of freckles is not so short or so pain- 
less an operation as this. The face Is 
first antlseptfcally cleaned. A lotion, 
varying with different firms, but gen- 
erally containing carbolic acid or gla- 
cial acetic acid, is then applied. It Is 
thoroughly rubbed Into the skin, and 
the whole face is then covered with a 
•white rubber rnasfe. 
The patient is 


then sent home to rest." In the course 
of the night this lotion begins to take 
effect, burning and blistering the skin. 


When she appears the next day her 


face Is red and raw. A second lotion 
la then applied, and the face covered 
with strips of court plaster to pre- 
vent the skin from contracting. These 
strips of court plaster must remain In 
place for some twelve days, ar.(} during 
this time the patient Is, naturally. In 
retirement. 


The suppuration or Irritation goes on 


until the old akin la entirely destroyed. 


Then the plaster peels off of itself and 
a new skin forms. 
There are always 


many dangers attendant upon an op- 
eration of this kind unless it Is con- 
ducted by the most 
skilled 
doctor. 


There is always the danger of septic 
poisoning, tbat greatest of bugaboos to 
surgeons, and there Is a further dan- 
ger of a burn so deep that the new 
skin will not form. And yet both men 
and women by the hundreds undergo 
this. 


Sometimes, Instead of court plaster, 


the surgeon us&s, after the applica- 
tion of the second lotion, a mask of 
rubber. These masks are hideous, but 
they serve their pfirpose well, and are 
less-painful when the patient laughs 
than the plaster strips, 
which 
any 


facial movement causes to pull the 
skin. 


The removal of moles Is another 


simple operation which brings, hun- 
dreds to the dermatologist. A stroke 
of the knife accomplishes it, but for 
those who wish a gentler method cor- 
rosive washes, caustics and the ekctrlc 
needel are used. . 


The 'development of electrical appli- 


ances has worked a revolution In thia 
art.' The electric needle, appliances for 
electric massage and many other such 
tools are today brought Into play. In 
fact, as one sits in'the waiting room 
of one of' these places the buzzing of 
electricity might lead one to btlieve 
It was an electric light plant. Birth- 
marks and unsightly hairs are both 
treated with the needel. In the former 
case It is applied beneath th« skin, and 
surely and deftly performs Its work. 


ELECTRIC MASSAGE.
